Not since 

Woodrow Wilson 

in 1912-1916, and

Stevenson’s honesty at times is 

acutely painful to some of his 

tmofe pragmatic supporters. It 

causes ‘‘organization’”’ politicians 

to shiver and to feel butterflies of 
apprehension. 

Stevenson, who began the 1952 
campaign with the determination 
to ‘‘talk sense to the American 
people,’”’ continues to do only that. 


In Los Angeles, where reports 
have it Sen. Estes Kefauver made 
private commitments which 
caused two or three of the more 
extreme Negro leaders to take off 
their Stevenson buttons, the great 
Democrat kept talking sense. 

He said, answering a question, 
that it would be a mistake to 
call out the Army or Navy to en- 
force the Supreme Court decree 
on schools. He told them one 
could not make such changes with 
bayonets or troops, but with the 
creation of the necessary spirit of 
acceptance. To occupy states 
with troops, he said, would be to 
*‘Balkanize America.” 


Education 

Answering another question, he 
told his audience he did not be- 
lieve in putting any riders on the 
proposed federal aid to education 
legislation which would withhold 


funds from states not fully accept- 
ing the Supreme Court decision, 
Hie reason was entirely sound, 
indeed, the clearer thinkers in the 
Nation have already offered simi- 
laf reasoning. He said that to do 
so would be cutting off a nose to 
spite the face since the greatest 
force for better racial relations 
arid: unity was to strengthen the 
education of all the people. Here 
was honesty where it hurt. 


But in no slight degree did he 
avoid revealing exactly what he 
believed to be truth. 


Then, because he operates in 
such a high octave of ethics that 
many people in this time of com- 
promise and evasion cannot real- 
ly believe he means it, he pro- 
ceeded to harm himself with the 
Gthér side in the controversy. 


“In 1952, he declared he was 
against segregated schools. In I1li- 
riois they had been desegregated 
in” his administration. His oppo- 
rent in 1952 never made a positive 
statement. South Carolinians to- 
day angrily charge, for example, 
that on the occasion of Mr. Eisen- 
Hower’s visit to Columbia during 
that campaign, he privately told 
thefh he was for segregation. His 
campaign speeches vaguely re- 
ferred to permitting states to set- 
tle as many problems as possible. 


Adlai Stevenson went on inexor- 
ably and honestly answering every 
sensible question put to him. He 
told his audience he didn’t under- 
stand interposition, but that he 
didn’t think it had any merit. 
And, as for the Southern plans for 
private schools, he believes if 
a state gives money to pupils to 
attend so-called private schools 
that makes them public, in that 
they are supported by public tax 
funds. That, he believes, would 
cause them to be legally unwork- 
able. The former governor of 
Illinois made it clear he favors 
equal rights for all Americans— 
and always has. But he also fa- 
vors an America which is not 
**Balkanized.”’ 


Integrity 

So here we have a man giving 
honest answers, out of a great and 
always insistent integrity. 

He has always been that way. 
His background is one of family 
discipline, education; travel, ex- 
perience, study : of religious 
teachings accepted but never pa- 
raded. ; 

For example, in 1952 he could 
have had the state of Texas. All 
he had to 4o was.to say privately 
to Gov. Shivers that he would ‘‘go 
along’ ‘on the issue of tidelands 
oil. He was asked and refused. 
Not only that, but he went into 
Texas and spoke against it. 

It is an authenticated fact that 
two months before the election he 
had told a number of persons that 
if nominated he planned to go to 
Korea and see the situation first- 
hand. He would not, however, say 
so publicly because he declared to 
do so would be to make unethical 
political use of the Korean issue. 

In. an era of “appeasement,” 
and political expediency of the 
most cynical kind, Adlai Steven- 
son stands out like a great rock 
in a very weary land.

Interposition 
Wins in State 
House, 178-1

The Georgia House of Rep- 
resentatives Wednesday adopted, 
178 to 1, an interposition resolu- 
tion declaring the U.S. Supreme 
\Court’s school desegregation rul- 
ings to be “‘null, void and of no 
effect.”’ 


Immediately transmitted to the 
Senate, the strongly worded reso- 
lution is certain to receive similar 
overwhelming approval when it 
reaches the floor of the upper 
chamber. 


Casting the lone vote against 
the resolution was Rep. Hamilton 
Lokey of Fulton. 


FAVORS PLAN 

Explaining his position before 
the roll call vote, Lokey said he 
favors interposition and had al- 
ready signed such a _ resolution 
introduced in the House more 
than a week ago. 

But Lokey said the administra- 
tion resolution being voted upon 
was, in his opinion, not interposi- 
tion but simply a ‘“‘nullification’”’ 
resolution. 

The resolution adopted, as re- 
quested by Gov. Griffin, states

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Let’s Not Disregard 
The Alabama Riots 


Alabama is in turmoil, turmoil brought 
about by federal interference in affairs al- 
ways previously left to the states. The ex- 
plosion on the University of Alabama 
campus is a warning—a warning of very 
grave danger that exists in that state and 
in a number of other Southern states. 

President Eisenhower is correct in say- 

the federal government should not in- 
tervene so long as state and local authori- 
ties are coping with the problem. But the 
problem itself was created by action of the 
federal government. And the federal gov- 
ernment should, therefore, be concerned 
with its relief to the extent of letting Ala- 
bama and other Southern states take time 
to work out their own solutions within the 
framework of the law and long-standing 
social customs. 

We in Georgia have great sympathy 
for Alabama and its university. Dr. O. C. 
Carmichael, the institution’s president, is 
one of the nation’s top educators. The in- 
cidents on its campus will do great harm 
to a splendid educational program. They 
will do great damage to the orderly prog- 
ress of both races in a state where the 
segregation issue has the potential for vio- 
lence and strife. 

The riots on the Alabama campus 
cannot be taken lightly. While this news- 
paper does not now or has it ever con- 
doned mob action, the incidents are a 
symptom of the intense feeling and ten- 
sion in that state. Alabama—like Georgia 
—will not willingly accept integration and 
if it is attempted by force, irreparable 
harm will result. 

The President and the federal govern- 
ment will be making one of the greatest 
mistakes in national history if they do not 
grasp the seriousness of Alabama's plight 
—the plight of a whole region. 

In that connection, Adlai Stevenson 
showed a much firmer understanding of 
the situation in his remarks in Los Angeles 
Tuesday, to wit: “It can’t be done by 
troops or bayonets. We must proceed 

. gradually, not upsetting habits or tra- 
ditions that are older than the Republic.” 

Unless there is greater understanding, 
the riots on the Alabama campus may 
well be forerunners of greater tragedies 
in the future,

Delmar Jones of the 
Georgia Bureau of Investigation if there 
was any evidence or belief that the al- 
leged shakedown was an attempt to em- 
barrass the Griffin administration. 

Major Jones replied that there was no 
such evidence, reducing the operation to 
one based on a simple profit motive. 

This committee has a great opportunity 
for public service if it will follow all the 
leads to the end and let the chips fall 
where they may. 

They have made a good start and the 
people are watching. As might have been 
expected there was a “whitewash” rumor 
making the rounds when the investiga- 
tion opened, a rumor that best can be 
laid by evidences of a painstakingly 
thorough job on the part of the com- 
mittee.

The House Turns Down 
An Excellent Measure 


The Georgia House has killed a bill 
which would have been a boost for good 
government and a shot in the arm for 
more independent legislative debate. 

The measure would have prevented 
legislators from holding state jobs during 
their terms in -the General Assembly. 
That several do hold such jobs, and with- 
out much criticism or loss of personal 
prestige, is perhaps a measure of the 
public’s indifference to the legislative 
process. 

Rep. George Jackson of Jones County, 
who sponsored the bill, pointed out with- 
out too much effect that no man could 
effectively serve two masters. The vote 
was 52 for the bill and 83 against. Sev- 
enty members of the House cast no votes 
at all. 

A legislator who holds a state job is 
a captive legislator. The chances are that 
his first loyalty is to the agency. that

employs him and that his vote on many 
measures can be counted in advance. 

This was an excellent bill and it is 
a pity that it did not pass. The real pity 
is, though, that the voters are so indif- 
ferent to their own interests that they 
continue to send men to the Legislature 
who put personal profit before service 
to the state.

Juvenile Delinquents 
Are Formed at Home 


Checking into the discussions by court 
and police officers over our recent aggra- 
vation of juvenile delinquency, one comes 
upon. some explanatory tidbits. 

One boy was offered and learned to 
take drinks from a father who was often 
merry at home with booze and included 
his son. The same father was always too 
glad to have the boy out of the house 
and said, “Sure, go ahead and take the 
car.” He also accepted tales of being 
run off the road to explain broken 
fenders and other damage. 


Another boy had been allowed to grow 
up with such lack of discipline that he 
could say and get away with it, “I don’t 
care what you say, I’m going out tonight. 
You just try to stop me.” 


Others revealed a medley of evidence all 
too familiar to social workers ... homes 
without any discipline; homes with not 
much attention, if any, paid the children; 
broken homes; homes where the parents 
never sought to know what was going on; 
homes where children were looked on 
as a bother and were urged to go out. 

It is an oversimplification to say that 
parents are responsible. But in a literal 
sense they are. The trouble is, too many 
parents haven’t the necessary mental or 
experience background to cope with the 
effort of trying to do something about it. 
Children, it seems, want to be loved and 
to feel wanted. They don’t care for so 
much “pal” stuff because most of all 
they want to respect their parents. The 
studies seem to indicate a shocking num- 
ber of young people see through their 
parents pretty well—and have little, if 
any respect for them. 

Meetings are good, and we are all for 
them. Laws are necessary and must be 
enforced. There has been too much un- 
willingness to prosecute. 

But let us face it. Until some method 
can be devised to reach inside the minds 
of a lot of dull, smug, self-satisfied and 
selfish parents, we aren’t going to get very 
far.

The answers which the Roper 
poll discovers is so decisive that 
it will almost certainly exert a na- 
tionwide influence on the Demo- 
cratic race and strengthen the posi- 
tion of the leading contender, Ad- 
lai Stevenson. The significant find- 
ings of the poll are these: 

That, despite the brave words 
of Tammany leader Carmine de 
Sapio, the Democratic voters of 
New York State do not want Gov. 
Harriman as the presidential nomi- 
nee if they can have Mr. Stevenson. 

That in a three - way choice 
among Stevenson, Harriman and 
Sen. Estes Kefauver, they chose 
Stevenson better than four to one. 

That in a two-way poll they pre- 
fer Stevenson over Harriman by 
more than three to one. 

These findings indicate that if it 
were open to Mr. Stevenson to 
enter a New York primary, the 
state’s Democratic voters would 
commit their big bloc of conven- 
tion delegates to him, not to their 
governor. 

They suggest that Gov. Harriman 
would have great difficulty making 
any headway against Stevenson 
elsewhere in the country.

This means that the largeg 
threat to Mr. Stevenson getting th® 
nomination is not from the positive 
strength of any of his rivals bet 
from the pooled strength of an 
Stevenson forces which, though 
able to agree among themselves 
on any one candidate, would ex- 
pect to benefit by getting rid of 
the man in the lead. 

Conceivably a combination of 
Mr. Stevenson’s opponents to his 
left and of his opponents to his 
right, mostly from the South, could 
deadlock the convention with an 
assembly of ‘‘favorite sons’’ plus 
whatever delegates might be 
aligned with Sen. Kefauver and 
Gov. Harriman.

The Texas leadership, embodied in Sen. Lyndon xan, who 
skillfully jammed the measure through by virtue of Republican votes, 
found his leadership of his party challenged. In fact he was confronted 
with a revolt that showed itself in two directions: 


(1) Only 21 Democrats followed 
him to support the Harris-Ful- 
bright Bill to exempt natural gas 
producers from regulation by the 
Federal Power Commission, while 
24 Democrats voted against the 
bill and against him. He put the 
controversial measure through by 
the support of 30 Republicans. 
Fourteen Republicans voted with 
a majority of Democrats against 
the bill. 

(2) An even more troublesome 
rebellion because of what it may 
disclose about oil influence behind 
the measure was the one-man re- 
volt by Sen. Tom Hennings (D- 
Mo), who initiated a full-fledged 
investigation into all lobbies active 
in the legislation. 

He refused to be bound by the 
aims of his party leader who, with 
Republican Senate Leader Know- 
land (Calif), had sponsored and 
got through the Senate a resolu- 
tion for a limited and specific in- 
quiry. It is confined to investiga- 
tion of the revelation by Sen. Case 
(R-S.D.) that a Nebraska lawyer, 
formerly a registered lobbyist in 
Nebraska for a big southwestern 
oil company, had sought to con- 
tribute $2,500 to Sen. Case’s cam- 
paign a few weeks ago when he 
found that the senator still was 
undecided about how to vote on 
the bill. . 

Sen. Hennings failed in his ef- 
fort to get Sen. Johnson to expand 
his resolution beyond the Case in- 
cident. Thereupon the Missouri 
senator instituted his own investi- 
gation by a privileges and elections 

ttee of which he is chair-

man. He ran headlong into a con 
troversy over jurisdiction on the 
Case episode—which he wanted to 
explore first—with a select com- 
mittee of the Senate appointed 
under terms of the Johnson-Know- 
land resolution. 


Sen. Johnson, in objecting on the 
Senate floor to expansion of his 
resolution as proposed by Sen. 
Hennings, professed to see in the 
Hennings project a proposal to 
investigate every senator and said:: 

“Mr. President, to broaden the 
authority to investigate every sen- 
ator would be, in my opinion, a 
fishing expedition of which the sen- 
ator from Texas would not want to 
be the author.” 


The scene-in the Senate after 
passage of the bill was illumi- 
nating. Republicans streamed 
across the aisle to pound the 
Democratic leader on the back in 
congratulations but most members 
of his own party slipped quietly 
out of the chamber, leaving their 
lost leader to the Republicans. 

President Eisenhower is. ex- 
pected to sign the measure which 
President Truman killed with his 
veto when it was passed previously 
by Congress.

sfudy.’’ The House Appropriations 
Gommittee, a regents’ spokesman 
explained, had proposed legisla- 
tion to change current fees so 
that nonresident students would 
pay fees equal to the amount the 
state spends per college student. 

The proposed new auditorium 
for Georgia State College (the old 
Atlanta Division) would be built 
in a parking garage building at 
13-15-17 Gilmer St., SE.

Spokesmen explained the pro- 
posed new auditorium would also 
provide a centrally located ‘‘com- 
munity stage’’ where such attrac- 
tions as the Atlanta Symphony 
could be presented.

We've often sat around the office in spare hours 
and wondered what it would be like the day that Connie 
Mack died. Well, it was a bright, balmy Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, Feb. 8, 1956. It was the kind of day that made 
you think about packing for spring training. 

For the first time since there was spring training Mr. Mack 
won't be there. You sensed that something more than ordinary 
was wrong when a story came out of Philadelphia a few days 

ago that said he would pass up his 
.annual trip to Florida this spring. To- 
| day he’s dead. 
It almost seems that the 


> bottom 
would fly in and out, and the good and 
bad of baseball would live awhile and 
fade away. But always there was Mr. 
Mack. 

Clark Griffith, Charles Comiskey, 
Cy Young, Honus Wagner, Ed Barrow 
and the others had gone on and left 
him.

Once Mr. Mack yanked Lefty Grove, 
the A’s last pennant splurge of ’29-’31. 
dugout and barked out: 

“Nuts to this ball club!” 

Mr. Mack arose from his usual position in the middle of the 
bench, walked over to Grove and barked back: 

“And nuts to you!” 

Actually, I suspect he knew for many years that he'd 
never really get that ‘one more pennant.”’ Still, the con- 
clusion of his baseball days could have been rendered less 
cruel. But Mr. Mack found himself helpless in the eye of a 
bitter family storm. Earle, Roy and Connie Jr., the three sons, 
were at odds. Young Connie got out, or was frozen out, and 
went to Florida to set up a shrimping fleet. Before the old 
man’s very eyes Earle and Roy ran the Athletics into the 
ground in Philadelphia. 

When the sale of the 
came inevitable, Mr. Mack made one last urgent plea that the 
franchise be saved for Philadelphia. It couldn't be. The move 
was made. Then the first thing Arnold Johnson did was make 
Mr. Mack honorary chairman of the board of the Kansas City A's. 


—He Never Asked for the Old Days 


At an age when most men would be abundantly joyful to sit 
by the side of a fish pond and smoke a pipe, Mr. Mack resisted 
retirement at 87. In his book, ‘‘My 66 Years In Baseball,”’ he 
wrote that he would retire after the 1950 season. After the book 
came out he issued a statement that he wouldn't. 

But retirement came, enforced by physical condition and fam- 
fly influence. Jimmy Dykes took charge on the field. Mr. Mack 
became a figurehead. Then the family battle began. 

After the Athletics moved to Kansas City, there seemed 
to be nothing left to live for. He had to adjust at the age of 
88 to the unfamiliar position as a fan. The fans, however, 
never recognized his membership, Wherever he went he was 
the target of photographers, autograph leeches, celebrities, 
players and plain people. Wherever he was, the tall, stately 
gentleman commanded attention. He was’ Connie Mack, and 
Connie Mack’s name ts as familiar as the days of the week. 
Nobody has ever been so famous so long. 

He was there at the beginning, when 
seed, then nothing but a nubbin in the shuck, then through the 
glorious years of expansion and cavernous stadia and wealth. 
Always he stayed abreast of the times. The old days were not so 
good to him. At least he never said he preferred them.

Mack, who was married twice 
(his first wife died in 1898) and 
was the father of seven children, 
was recognized as a builder of 
champions and also earned the 
reputation as a wrecker of cham- 
pions. Twice he held and traded 
championship teams, starting all 
over from scratch. After selling 
the lot for $500,000 after the 1931 
world championship, Mack never 
saw his A’s fall upon evil days. 

Mack began his baseball career 
in East Brookfield where as a boy 
he worked in a shoe factory to help 
support his sisters and his widowed 
mother. He developed into an able 
catcher, played with professional 
teams in Meriden, Conn., and 
then with the Hartford, Conn., 
team of the Southern New England 
League. 


The Washington National 
League Club purchased him in 
1886. After a little more than 
three years with Washington and 
a time with the Buffalo club of 
the Brotherhood League, he went 
to Pittsburgh where he became 
manager in 1894. Three years 
later he became player-manager 
of Milwaukee in the Western 
League. Milwaukee became a 
member of the American League 
in 1900 and Mack’s team fin- 
ished second. 

In 1901, when the American 
League was expanded under the 
leadership of Ban Johnson, Mack 
went to Philadelphia as manager, 
the beginning of the longest tenure 


of any major league manager. In| - 


his second year the A’s won the 
American League pennant. The 
World Series had not started yet. 
He won again in 1905 and played a 
post-season series with John J. Mc- 
Graw’s New York Giants of the 
National League. 

Chief Bender and Eddie Plank 
were star pitchers for the As but 
the Giants with the great Christy 
Mathewson won the competition. 

It wasn’t until 1910 that the Ath- 
lefics won another pennant. Then 
they beat the Chicago Cubs in the 
World Series four games to one 
for the first Philadelphia world 
baseball title. This was the begin- 
ning of Mack’s wonder team of 
the 1910-1914 era and the fabulous 
$100,000 infield of stuffy McInnis, 
Eddie Collins, Jack Barry and 
“Home Run” Frank Baker. Mack 
won again in 1911 and evened the 
score with McGraw’s Giants in the 
World Series four games to two.

Shackled Arms 


Some members of the Georgia Association for Mental Health, 
who are getting ready for the organization’s annual campaign 
along about May, got together informally over scrambled eggs, 
smoked salmon and Lew Ayres the other day. 


(All right, I know that’s an odd billing: Scrambled eggs, 
smoked salmon and Lew Ayres. But do you think mental health 
and Lew Ayres sounds any better?) 


Before I got to the Progressive Club where this gathering 
was held I kept wondering what on earth a movie actor, even 
an exceptional movie actor like Lew Ayres, would have to do 
with mental health. I think Mr. Ayres’ answer would be nothing. 
Except for having arrived at some kind of peace within himself 
and achieving the mental serenity and emotional security that 
most people are looking for, he probably doesn’t qualify as any 
kind of expert on mental ills. (Even Dr. Kildare went in for 
surgery, didn’t he?) 


But in his brief little chat with members of the Georgia 
Association for Mental Health Mr. Ayres told a story which I 
found worth remembering. He said it wasn’t a new story, it has 
been told and retold. But he thought it might be useful to the 
men and women of the mental health association when they start 
the wearying, sometimes discouraging business of collecting funds 
for education and research on mental illnesses. 


The story points up the difference between heaven and hell. 
A man; Mr. Ayres related, went to hell on an inspection tour 
and he found an elegant banquet table laid with wonderful food 
and drink. (He didn’t say so but as he described the banquet 
table in hell I had a mouth-watering picture of dinner-on-the 
ground at a Georgia country church along about June or July.) 


Well, the table looked marvelous there in hell, Mr. Ayres 
went on, but the people standing around it were thin and emaci- 
ated with shriveled bodies and sunken eyes and cheeks. They 
were literally starving, although within reach of bounteous vic- 
tuals. 

The visitor wondered why and then he saw. Every one of 
them had metal bands on their elbows which kept them from 
bending their arms so they could lift the food to their mouths. 

Then the visitor went to heaven. 


In heaven the exact banquet table was set and a crowd of 
people stood around it. They were rosy with health and well- 
being but, oddly enough, the visitor noticed that each of them 
wore the same bands on their elbows. They could not bend their 
arms any more than could the people in hell. 


The difference, said Lew Ayres, was that the people in heaven 
had learned how to do something the people in hell didn't know. 
They had learned to give to each other!

There was a small silence when Lew Ayres sat down. And 
then members of the mental health association filled the room 
with their applause.

A glance at the newspa- 
pers is enough to convince us that we’re living in a kind of 
hell right now. Teen-age troubles and race troubles and horrid 
politics.

The Chausson and Saint- 
Saens reveal Oistrakh as an in- 
credible virtuoso, with a lustrous, 
pure tone at times almost too 
sweets for these works.

On the other hand, some of 
the experiments conducted at 
Michael Reese hospital, Chicago, 
show that chickens resemble hu- 
mans in many respects, particu- 
larly in the heart and blood ves- 
sel department. In original ex- 
periments, baby chicks fed a 
mash in cholesterol and other 
fatty substances, such as lipopro- 
teins, developed hardening of the 
arteries. 

Once the pattern was estab- 
lished, the research team sought 
a substance to add to mash to 
prevent arteriosclerosis. They 
tried most of the products sug- 
gested for this purpose (in hu- 
mans) but none worked except 
female sex hormones. 

When these estrogens were ad- 
ministered to cholésterol- 
fed cockerels, there was no evi- 
dence of hardening of the cor- 
onary arteries even though other 
vessels became arteriosclerotic, 
» In a third group of experi- 
‘ments, the researchers demon- 
trated that in addition, the hor- 
smones reversed the process by 
@naking the arteriosclerotic le- 
sions disappear. This is impor- 
dant because it suggested a plan 
‘of treatment for anyone who has 
shad coronary thrombosis.
